Printing has been known in England near Four Hundred Years, and 
has, from its vital importance to Society in the developement of Learn- 
ing, and the exercise and encouragement of Arts, Manufactures, and 
Commerce, long since created a very essential and extensive Trade in 
the manufacture and sale of Types (both for Home Consumption, and 
Exportation) ; and although only rour Type Foundries (exclusive of 
mine) are worked in London at this time, the jealousy of those who 
have had so long possession of the Trade, would in its tenacious opera- 
tion (as manifested in their treatment of me), seem to bespeak that they 
consider themselves EXCLUSIVELY entitled to all its advantages, “ AD 


INFINITUM.”

The exercise of such a feeling by Men possessing Large Camtals, 
UNACCUSTOMED TO COMPETITION, AND WHOSE MUTUALITY IN BUSI- 
NESS, HAS BEEN RENDERED OPPRESSIVE BY A BOUNDEN ADHERENCE 
TO REGULATIONS, WHICH ARE AT VARIANCE WITH THE PRIMARY 
INTERESTS OF THEIR EMPLOYERS ; WHILE THEY ARE NO LESS UN- 
JUST IN THEIR EFFECTS UPON THE INDIVIDUALS WHO ARE WORKING 
AS JOURNEYMEN IN MOST BRANCHES OF THE TRADE; is capa- 
ble of presenting many obstructions, which in the early progress of a 
Concern of this nature, have the most harrassing, and serious effects ; 
the pressure of which, I offer as an apology for any defects that may 
appear in my first specimens ; though I have great pride in knowing 
they will not suffer much in a comparison with those of other Founders. 

Being confident that such a mode of conducting Business cannot be 
satisfactory to an enlightened and liberal class of Society, I positively 
ussure you, that I shall be influenced by feelings of a different nature, 
such as will never allow me to undervalue the obligation of your 
patronage, nor permit me to enter into a Combination with any indivi- 
duals in the Trade. 

My prices of Types will be regulated by a strict sense of’ equity 
between the Manufacturer and the Consumer, without reference to those 
of any other Establishment. I shall seek to do you justice in every par- 
ticular, and I flatter myself, that in the present state of the Trade, rou 
will recognize a connection with your interests, in affording a support 
toa New Founpry, THE Business OF WHICH SHALL BE CONDUCTED 
UPON SUCH A BASIS. 

In my efforts to establish a Foundry under such peculiar difficulties, 
I did not seek to introduce myself to your notice, until I had sur- 
mounted such obstacles as were opposed to me; and as I have now se- 
cured a permanent possession of all the requisites for prosecuting the 
Business with energy, I can confidently assert that no disappointment 
will arise to those who may favour me with their countenance. 

Of the Specimens which I shall have the Honour to submit to your 
notice in the progress of the Concern, I will be bold to state, with the

Jucilities I have ensured, by an employment of the best Talent in every 
Branch, that they will shew my Types to be at least equal to any that 
have preceded them. 

The first obligations of a Tradesman are to his Customers, vou will, 
therefore, have my particular attention ; while it is my anxious wish to 
be EQUITABLE in my concerns with all persons ; and as it is notorious 
that no set of Men are so inadequately paid as the Casters in Type 
Foundries, whose earnings are frequently (when in employ) insufficient 

for the necessary purposes of a Family, I have felt it incumbent on me 
to inerease the Pay for such service in my Foundry; from which act of 

Justice, I have at once derived the most gratifying, and beneficial 
results—gratifying as the exercise of Humanity, and beneficial as it has 
enabled me to obtain the most experienced Workmen; which (being the 
best security for good work) has placed me upon an equality with my 
more Established Competitors. 

Such are the grounds, Gentlemen, on which I have ventured to calcu- 
late upon receiving that support from you in Business, which will 
ensure to me a favourable issue: and having made them known in this 
Address, it only remains for me to assure you, that I shall readily yield 
to your convenience in the execution of Orders generally, without refer- 
ence to their extent, and that my solicitude to secure and preserve your 
patronage, will be manifested in an ansiety to afford you satisfaction.

mencement of my Concern ; which on comparison will be found to be on 
an average, about £12 per Cent. lower than they have nirHERtTo 
charged for their manufacture; it is true that this communication 
is made to the Printers “ under an impressive Sense of Obligation for 
Savours received, during a Period of Turrtry-six Years,” and with an 
assurance “ of every attention to their Interest,” which is certainly very 
pretty reading, and quite in character with the Language of Business ; 
but what is the real fact? Why has a Repucrion in Price been deter- 
mined on at THIS PARTICULAR TIME ?-—The expense of manufacturing 
is not lessened : if, therefore, the present is an equitable price, how has 
the former shewn an “attention to our Interest;” or, if it has re- 
sulted from “ an impressive sense of Obligation,” that said “ impres- 
sive Sense” has been a little tardy in its operation, and extremely diffi- 
cult to bring into action, having required Tuarrty-six Years, of 
JSavours to excite its manifestation; and then it comes in “such a 
questionable shape,” as to appear more like the result of necessity, than 
a voluntary “ attention to your Interest.”
